The  Celebrated  One-and-Twenty

BOSTON,  MA  -  In  some  circles, 
musical  selections  are  referred  to  as 
“numbers.”  One  famous  bandleader  of 
yore  was  known  by  friends  and  fans  as 
“Count.”  Some  even  believe  that 
there’s  an  inextricable  connection 
between  music  and  mathematics. 

The  Boston  Pops  proudly  announces 
this  as  the  year  of  2 1 ,  as  least  as  far  as 
anniversaries  for  Presidents  at  Pops  go. 
The  decision  to  honor  this  number  is  in 
no  way  related  to  the  number  of  players 
in  the  horn  section,  or  to  the  string 
count  on  Ann  Hobson  Pilot’s  harp,  or 
to  the  number  of  minutes  legendary 
trumpet  maestro  Thomas  Rolfs  can 
hold  his  breath.  It  is  simply  and 
directly  related  to  the  number  of  times 
the  business  leaders  in  the  community 
have  gathered  (never  missing  a  year)  to 
enjoy  music,  food  and  each  other’s 
company  at  Presidents  at  Pops. 

But  you  know  how  it  goes  at  Pops: 
one  flavor  is  never  enough.  In  the 
spirit  of  presenting  everything  under 
the  sun  and  knowing  that  connections 
will  follow,  we  offer  these  one-and- 
twenty  tidbits: 

The  Twenty-One  Gun  Salute:  the 
rendering  of  gun  salutes  in  odd 
numbers  may  be  traced  to  the 
superstition  that  odd  numbers  were 
considered  lucky.  As  a  matter  of  fact. 


seven-gun  salutes  were  widely  used  at 
one  time,  but  perhaps  not  deemed 
sufficiently  deafening.  By  1730,  the 
Royal  Navy  was  prescribing  21  guns 
for  certain  anniversary  dates. 

Who  knew  more  about  ingenious 
paradoxes  than  Gilbert  and  Sullivan? 
Frederic  was  all  set  to  leave  the  pirate 
fold  when  his  indentures  ended  on  his 
21st  birthday,  but  the  Pirate  King  was 
quick  to  point  out  that  he  was  bom  in  a 
leap  year  and  therefore  only  five  years 
old.  The  Major  General  and  his 
daughters  knew  a  21 -year-old  when 
they  saw  one. 

The  game  also  known  as  Blackjack, 
wherein  a  deck  of  cards  is  set  upon  the 
table  and  the  object  is  to  obtain  from 
the  dealer  cards  with  values  that  add 
up  to,  or  close  to  21,  but  do  not  exceed 
it.  As  far  as  we  can  tell,  there  is  no 
musical  connection. 

Raise  your  glass  in  grateful 
acknowledgment  that,  in  1933,  our 
elected  representatives  saw  fit  to  ratify 
the  Twenty-first  Amendment  to  the 
United  States  Constitution,  providing 
for  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment,  which  had  outlawed  the 
manufacture,  sale  and  transportation  of 
alcoholic  beverages.  Make  mine  red.

Timeline  History  of  the 
Boston  Pops 

1885 

Emulating  continental  garden  con¬ 
certs,  the  BSO  establishes  the 
first  Promenade  Concert  at  the 
old  Boston  Music  Hall.  It's  the 
start  of  a  great  American  musical 
tradition. 

1899 

The  Promenade  Concerts  become 
more  “American”  with  more  Ameri¬ 
can  music  and  the  adoption  of 
John  Philip  Sousa's  “The  Stars 
and  Stripes  Forever!"  as  their 
regular  grand  finale. 

1900 

With  the  infusion  of  more  “popu¬ 
lar”  American  music  in  its  pro¬ 
grams,  the  Promenade  Concerts 
are  now  officially  known  as  the 
“Pops." 

1930 

After  several  decades  of  European 
conductors,  the  BSO  appoints 
American-born  Arthur  Fiedler,  a 
violist  in  the  orchestra,  to  take  up 
the  baton. 

For  the  next  50  years,  Maestro 
Fiedler  reshapes  the  Pops  for  the 
twentieth  century,  bringing  music 
to  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles 
River  with  free  Esplanade  Con¬ 
certs,  and  rousing  audiences  with 
symphonic  jazz  and  Broadway  hits. 

1935 

Maestro  Fiedler  leads  the  Pops, 
under  the  name  “The  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,"  in  its  first 
recordings.  “Jalousie"  becomes 
the  first  orchestral  record  to  sell 
more  than  a  million  copies. 

1952 

Arthur  Fiedler  continues  to  propel 
the  Boston  Pops  into  the  national 
and  international  limelight  with 
local  radio  broadcasts  and  ... 

1970 

...with  “Evening  at  Pops”  on 
national  public  television. 

1976 

The  popularity  of  the  Boston  Pops 
grows  unabated.  A  special  bicen¬ 
tennial  program  on  the  Esplanade 
draws  more  than  400,000  people. 


KEITH  LOCKHART 


In  February  1995,  Keith 
Lockhart  was  named 
twentieth  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
since  its  founding  in 
1885.  Now  in  his  eighth 
season  as  Pops  Conduc¬ 
tor,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  con¬ 
ducted  more  than  500 
concerts;  made  forty-four 
television  shows;  appeared 
twice  at  Carnegie  Hall  with 
the  Boston  Pops  Orches¬ 
tra;  and  led  sixteen 
national  tours  and  two 
overseas  tours  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra.  In  February 
2002,  Mr.  Lockhart  and 
the  Boston  Pops  made 
history  by  becoming  the 
first  orchestra  to  be  fea¬ 
tured  entertainment  at  a 
Super  Bowl,  performing  a 
selection  of  patriotic 
favorites,  including  the 
National  Anthem  with 
guest  vocalist  Mariah 
Carey,  during  the  Super 
Bowl  XXXVI  Pregame  Show. 

Since  1996,  Keith  Lock¬ 
hart  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  have  released 
multiple  albums  under  an 
exclusive  contract  with 
RCA  Victor.  Their  most 
recent  recording,  My 
Favorite  Things:  A  Richard 
Rodgers  Celebration,  was 
released  in  April  2002,  in 


honor  of  the  centennial  of 
the  composer’s  birth.  The 
Latin  Album,  released  in 
September  2000,  was 
nominated  for  a  Latin 
Grammy  Award.  Mr.  Lock¬ 
hart’s  first  five  RCA  Victor 
albums  with  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  -  Runnin’ 
Wild:  The  Boston  Pops 
Play  Glenn  Miller,  American 
Visions,  the  Grammy-nom- 
inated  The  Celtic  Album, 
Holiday  Pops,  and  A 
Splash  of  Pops  -  all 
received  critical  and  popu¬ 
lar  acclaim.  A  compilation 
album  entitled  Encore! 
features  tracks  from 
those  recordings. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie, 

New  York,  in  1959,  Keith 
Lockhart  holds  degrees 
from  Furman  University  in 
Greenville,  South  Caroli¬ 
na,  and  Carnegie-Mellon 
University  in  Pittsburgh. 

He  held  positions  in  Pitts¬ 
burgh  and  Akron  before 
becoming  a  Conducting 
Fellow  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Philharmonic  Institute  in 
1989.  The  following  year, 
he  moved  to  Cincinnati  as 
Assistant  Conductor  of 
the  Cincinnati  Symphony 
Orchestra,  later  serving 
as  Associate  Conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Sym¬ 
phony  and  Cincinnati  Pops 
orchestras,  while  also 
becoming  Music  Director 
of  the  Cincinnati  Chamber 
Orchestra,  a  title  he  held 
through  the  1998-99  sea¬ 
son.  Having  served  four 
seasons  as  Music  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Utah  Symphony 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Mr.  Lock¬ 
hart  succeeded  Maurice 
Abravanel  and  Joseph  Sil- 
verstein  in  that  post.  He 
studied  piano  with  John 


Noel  Roberts,  Gwendolyn 
Stevens,  and  Maria-Regi- 
na  Seidlhofer  of  the  Vien¬ 
na  Hochschule.  His  train¬ 
ing  as  a  conductor  in¬ 
cludes  study  with  Istvan 
Jaray,  Otto-Werner 
Mueller,  Harold  Farber- 
man,  and  Werner 
Torkanowsky. 

As  a  guest  artist,  Mr. 
Lockhart  has  conducted 
the  major  symphony 
orchestras  of  Chicago, 
Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los 
Angeles,  Minnesota,  Mon¬ 
treal,  New  York,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  San  Francisco,  Sing¬ 
apore,  Toronto,  and  Van¬ 
couver.  In  addition,  he  has 
led  the  Los  Angeles 
Chamber  Orchestra,  the 
National  Arts  Centre 
Orchestra  of  Ottawa,  and 
the  St.  Paul  Chamber 
Orchestra.  In  1997,  he 
led  his  first  major  opera 
production,  Douglas 
Moore’s  The  Ballad  of 
Baby  Doe,  with  the  Wash¬ 
ington  (D.C.)  Opera. 

Mr.  Lockhart  holds  both 
the  Julian  and  Eunice 
Cohen  Boston  Pops  Con¬ 
ductor's  Chair  and  the 
Germeshausen  Family 
Boston  Symphony  Youth 
Concerts  Conductor's 
Chair.  In  addition,  he 
serves  as  a  “godparent" 
for  the  John  D.  Philbrick 
Elementary  School  in 
Roslindale  as  part  of  the 
Boston  Music  Education 
Collaborative.  He  has 
been  awarded  honorary 
doctorates  from  the 
Boston  Conservatory, 
Northeastern  University, 
and  his  alma  mater,  Fur¬ 
man  University.

Time  has  been  an  essential  ingredient  in  the  Smothers  Brothers’  suc¬ 
cess.  They  have  been  considered  ahead  of  their  time,  masters  of  tim¬ 
ing,  and  practitioners  of  timeless  comedy.  Now  as  they  mark  more  than 
42  years  in  show  business,  the  Smothers  Brothers  are  being  saluted 
as  time-honored  legends  whose  lengthy  career  has  surpassed  all  other 
comedy  teams  in  history.  With  their  singular  blend  of  comedic  and 
musical  talents,  the  irrepressible  brothers  have  made  a  sweeping 
impact  on  generations  of  fans  with  intuitive  humor,  natural  warmth,  and 
superlative  showmanship.  The  Smothers  Brothers  are  making  a  return 
appearance  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  having  made  their  debut 
with  the  orchestra  under  John  Williams  in  a  1988  performance  taped 
for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops. 

The  Smothers  Brothers’  first  professional  appearance  was  at  The  Purple  Onion  in  San  Francisco  in 
1959  and  their  first  national  television  appearance  was  on  the  Jack  Paar  show  on  January  28,  1961. 
More  than  four  decades  of  audiences  have  seen  the  Smothers  Brothers  in  their  own  primetime  comedy 
series  in  the  1960s,  guest  appearances  on  numerous  television  programs  in  the  1970s  and  1980s, 
countless  engagements  as  headliners  in  Las  Vegas,  Reno,  and  Lake  Tahoe,  a  hot-selling  video,  twelve 
top-selling  albums,  as  well  as  continuous  coast-to-coast  concert  tours,  some  with  symphony  orches¬ 
tras.  The  contributions  Tom  and  Dick  have  made  to  the  entertainment  world  throughout  their  careers 
are  so  highly  respected  that  the  Museum  of  Broadcasting  in  New  York  produced  a  retrospective  and 
seminar  on  their  work.  On  the  other  coast,  Hollywood  distinguished  them  with  a  star  on  the  noted 
Hollywood  Walk  of  Fame.  The  Smothers  Brothers  Comedy  Hour  is  now  studied  in  universities  across 
the  country  as  an  important  factor  in  the  revolutionary  changes  this  country  underwent  during  the 
1960s.  The  millennium  has  brought  new  honors,  including  a  reunion  of  The  Smothers  Brothers 
Comedy  Hour  at  the  USA  Comedy  Arts  Festival  in  Aspen  and  honorary  doctorates  from  their  alma 
mater,  San  Jose  State  University.

Whenever  the  opportunity  presents  itself,  Dick  can  be  found  cycling  or  practicing  yoga,  maintaining  a 
disciplined  regimen  of  robust  workouts  even  on  the  road.  Equally  at  home  in  the  kitchen,  Dick  is  known 
to  conjure  up  delicious  heart-healthy  cuisine.  Tom’s  pastime  passion  is  for  golf,  which  he  pursues  in 
various  pro-am  tournaments  each  year.  As  many  golf  fans  have  already  observed,  Tom  is  the  only 
golfer  known  who  can  sink  a  putt  with  the  yo-yo.  Tom  also  enjoys  tending  to  his  vineyard  and  his  award¬ 
winning  winery,  Remick  Ridge.
